ADDITIONAL improvements 
will include replacement of a 
1940 model pumper. The new 
model would be fitted with a lar­ 
ger pump capacity and a larg­ 
er booster tank. 
Also on the equipment list is 
the installation of two-way ra- 
d i o communications between 
trucks and the station, hose dry­ 
ing gear, salvage covers for use 
during and after fires and a 
program for replacement of old 
hose. 
Circleville Fire Chief Bernard 
Wolfe has pointed out the new 
equipment and improved f i r e - 
fighting capabilities here would 
be a big step in reducing the 
city’s current fire protection in­ 
surance rating. 
He explained that a better 
classification will lead to a de­ 
creased rates paid by property 
owners.

LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP)—Pres­ 
ident Victor Paz Estonssoro was 
overthrown today and apparent­ 
ly fled the country. 
He left the government palace 
at 8:45 a.m. with his principal 
aides for an unknown destina­ 
tion after a spreading military 
revolt against his regime. 
There was speculation he had 
gone to Chile or Peru. 
The revolt was led by Vice 
President Rene Barrientos, who 
broke with Paz Estenssoro last 
month 
after 
the 
president 
cracked down on 
antigovern­ 
ment students and a revolt of 
tin miners in the interior. 
An air force general, Barri­ 
entos led the uprising from Co­ 
chabamba, 350 miles south of 
La Paz. A military revolt broke 
out in La

and 
army units in various parts of 
the country rallied to the vice 
president. 
A communique signed by the 
army commander, Gen. Hugo 
Suarez Guzman, called on the 
nation to remain calm. 
After Paz left, two colonels

com­

Elected with him in the del- i 
uge which some key

cans survived was Sen. Hubert 
ll. Humphrey of Minnesota, who 
in January will fill the present 
vacancy in the vice presidency. 
The 
56-year-old 
President, 
who has served 354 days since 
the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy, said early 
today in Austin, Tex., that no 
words were adequate “to really 
express the feeling of this occa­ 
sion.” 
“ Most of all,” he said, “ I wish 
to be equal to your ct fidence 
and to the hopes of all of the 
people of America” 
He said that 
now that the 
election is over Americans must 
“face the world as one.” 
“ I ask all those who supported! 
me and all those that opposed 
•^me to forget our differences, 
because there are many more 
things in America that unite us 
than divide us.” 
Johnson won his first elective 
White House term by battering 
down 
Republican 
bastions 
across the nation. Maine and 
Vermont fell in his column as 
did usually Republican Kansas. 
Only in the South, where he 
lost five states, and possibly in 
Arizona, did his surge falter in 
the sweep toward the greatest 
presidential victory of modern 
times — the largest ever in 
term s of votes rolled up and 


margin over hrs opponent. 
It lent Coldwater, the conserv­ 
ative who offered “ a choice, not 
an echo,” with the limited con­ 
solation of having carried Ala­ 
bama.

COLUMBUS,

Democrat Stephen M. Young 
eased back into a narrow lead 
at noon today in his cliff-hang­ 
ing battle to hold his U, S. Sen­ 
ate seat against Republican Rob­ 
ert Taft Jr. 
Young overcame an early and 
comfortable lead by the 47-year- 
old Taft, running from the start 
against a record tide of votes 
for President Johnson in Ohio’s 
election. 
The lead see - sawed several 
times under the weight of a 
heavy vote for Young from his 
home town of Cleveland. 
Then, as the uncounted polling 
places narrowed. Young moved 
slowly ahead. 
The Network Election Serv­ 
ice, tabulating returns, reported 
the peppery 75-year-old Young 
led Taft by 14,500 votes with 
only 918 precincts of the state’s 
13,485 left to be counted. 
The secretary of state’s of­ 
fice, also making an unofficial 
count, reported Young ahead by 
8,668 votes with 215 precincts 
left. 
Young, told he had edged 
ahead when he telephoned his 
Cleveland headquarters on a 
stop en route to Washington, 
said, “I’m now cautiously opti­ 
mistic/* 
Taft, who had issued a “vic­ 
tory statement” when he had a 
comfortable lead, had gone tem­ 
porarily into seclusion but an 
aide reported he expected him 
to have something to say before 
tile day was out. 
Regardless of the outcome of 
the tight senate race, a recount 
appeared likely. 
Johnson marked up a record 
in a presidential race in Ohio 
by mounting a majority of more 
than 900,000 over Barry Cold­ 
water, the Republican nominee.

Eisenhower 
beat 
Democrat Adlai Stevenson by 
822,955 in 9156. Four years ago, 
Republican Richard Nixon was 
given a 273,000 edge in the 
•tate. 
Robert E. Sweeney, Cleveland

Republicans, however, appear 
to have re-elected enough con­ 
gressmen to keep control of the 
delegation. 
Incomplete, unofficial returns 
showed all six Democrat incum­ 
bents re-elected. Twelve Repub­ 
lican House members battling 
the tidal wave of Democratic 
votes from President Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s big plurality in the 
Buckeye State, apparently were 
re-elected. In addition, the GOP 
held onto another seat—in the 
lith District—where there was 
no incumbent. Another race, in 
the 14th District, was close, but 
the Republican incumbent was 
ahead. 
Leading the Democratic gain 
was Robert E. Sweeney, 40, a 
Cleveland 
practicing 
attorney 
who jumped off to an early lead 
in the statewide Congress-at- 
large race, lost it and regained 
it. 
He led Republican Rep. Oliv­ 
er P. Bolton, who gave up his 
lith District seat, to nm for 
congressm an- at-large. 
But in the Third District, Day. 
Urn lawyer Rodney M. Love held 
a commanding lead over Re­

Schenck, a congressman since 
1951. 
The race for the loth District 
seat, a return engagement be­ 
tween Republican Rep. Homer

same job two years ago. 
But the big surprise seemed 
in the making in the rock-ribbed 
Republican First District which 
has not had a Democratic con­ 
gressman since the Roosevelt 
landslide of 1936.

Ohio Senate 


Dominance 
Lost by GOP 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Re 
publicans 
appeared 
today 
to 
have lost dominance of the Ohio 
Senate in the 1965 Legislature, 
and to have lost their veteran 
Senate majority leader, C. Stan 
ley Mechem, as well. 
The result seemed likely to 
be inclusion of legislative reap­ 
portionment among the items to 
be taken up by the special ses 
sion which begins next Mo n ­ 
day. 
The idea would be to carry 
out the reapportionment, order 
ed by the U. S. Supreme Court, 
while Republicans still control 
both houses. Gov. James A. 
Rhodes would have to add it to 
the list. 
At present, Republicans hold 
a 20-13 edge in the Senate and 
86-42 in the House.

are his first concerns.

James A. Rhodes and filled 
all other elective statehouse of­ 
fices while dominating the Ohio 
congressional delegation and the 
Legislature. 
Rhodes, with an eye on anoh- 
er four-year- term in 1966, gave 
only token support to Coldwater 
in his campaign for Ohio’s 26 
electoral votes but he worked 
tirelessly for Republican legis­ 
lative candidates. 
Hie governor introduced Cold­ 
water to a crowd in Chillicothe 
during the 
Arizona 
senator’s 
whistle-stop train swing through 
Ohio and greeted him on other 
visits to the state but otherwise 
held aloof. 
Leaders of a strong Coldwater 
organization in Ohio reportedly 
were incensed over the gover­ 
nor’s lack of support for their 
candidate but Rhodes obviously 
hopes they will forget in two 
years. 
The governor also plugged 
Taft and Rep. Oliver Bolton, 
Mentor Republican representing 
the lith Congressional District, 
who got into the scrap of his po­ 


litical life with Democrat Rot* 
ert E. Sweeney of Cleveland fat 
Taft’s congressman - at-large 
seat.

In the fourth race the outcome 
appeared to be going down to 
the wire, with Republican Lou­ 
is J. Schneider Jr. of Cincin­ 
nati, on leave as state tax com­ 
missioner, leading the Demo­ 
crat incumbent Lynn B. Grif­ 
fith of Warren by a narrow 
margin.

Kremlin's New Leaders 


Pointing for Red Unity 


MOSCOW (AP) 
—The Krem­ 
lin’s 
new 
leaders 
are 
going 
ahead with Nikita Khrushchev’s 
plan for an international Com­ 
munist meeting next month, but 
instead of setting the stage for a 
showdown with Red China the 
emphasis apparently will be on 
unity. 
There have been hints Red 
China might send representa­ 
tives to try to find out if there 
have been any Soviet policy

since 
Khrushchev’s 
ouster. Peking had said it would 
boycott the meeting Khrushchev 
had called to lay the ground­ 
work for a conference of the 
world’s 90 Communist parties. 
A Danish Communist leader 
who returned home from Mos­ 
cow Monday told newsmen in 
Copenhagen Soviet leaders in­ 
tend to stand firm toward Pe­ 
king but would try to get back 
on “speaking terms” with the 
Chinese.

Elinund G. Brown, “but I 
do not regard the election as the 
end of California's fight against 
discrimination and segregation | 
in housing.” 
The 
state 
constitutional 
amendment that wipes out Cali-1 
fornia's present fair-housing law! 
and forbids any further legisla­ 
tion on the subject held a firm 3- 
2 margin in mounting returns. 
1 
It gives property owners the 
absolute right to accept or re­ 
ject any buyers or renters. 
In another vote involving the 
racial issue, Maryland extended 
a public-accommodations law to 
require equal service for Ne­ 
groes in motels, hotels and res­ 
taurants throughout the state. It 
previously applied only to tile 
city of Baltimore and half of die 
state's 23 counties. 
Proposals 
to 
legalize 
gam­ 
bling were slapped down by 
voters in three states — Califor­ 
nia. Arkansas and Washington. 
Californians rejected a state- 
franchised 
lottery, 
Arkansas 
refused 
to legalize 
gambling 
houses in the resort city of Hot 
Springs, and Washington voters 
said no to licensing bingo, card 
games, punch boards and pin­ 
ball machines. 
California voters in a busy 
day also approved a 
proposal 
to outlaw pay television and re­ 
pealed a state 
law requiring 
railroads to fill certain jobs on 
trains. 
The railroad train-crew issue 
in California and other states is 
the center of a bitter dispute 
between management, seeking 
to slash manpower, and unions 
trying to preserve jobs. 
North Dakota 
and 
Arizona 
also repealed train-crew laws. 
Louisiana voters established 
the nation’s first code of ethics 
for state officials. It was one of 
41 state constitutional amend­ 
ments crowding th state ballot. 
New Hampshire voters appar­ 
ently approved amendments to 
reapportion the state legisla­ 
ture, 
giving more weight to 
votes of urban residents. 
But Florida voters thumbed 
down

reapportionment 
amendment which had already 
been ruled inadequate by the 
Supreme Court. 


All Racial, Ethnic and Economic 
Groups Flock to LBJ's Banner 


NEW YORK (AP) 
—Ameri-i 
can of all races, ethnic groups 
and economic levels joined to 
hand Lyndon B. Johnson one of 
the most lopsided presidential 
victories in history. Only the 
Deep South stood aside. 
A study of election returns in 
selected precincts by NBCs 
Electronic 
Vote 
Analysis) 
showed three major factors in 
Johnson's landslide win: 
—The so-called white back-j 
lash among ethnic groups and, 
others upset by desegregation! 
troubles had no significant cf-! 
feet. 
—As expected Johnson won 88; 
per cent of the Negro vote, al-j 
most 20 per cent better than the 
Democratic total in 1960. 
—Well-to-do- persons normal­ 
ly found in the Republican camp 
voted for Johnson by the thou­ 
sands. This “frontlash” of Re­ 
publicans turning away from 
Sen Barry Goldwater was a key 


factor as a Democratic presi­ 
dential candidate carried large 
numbers 
of 
major 
suburban 
communities for the first time. 
Johnson piled up increased 
margins over the 1960 vote for 
the late President John F. Ken­ 
nedy in every area — and with 
almost every group of voters — 
in his unparalleled sweep of 
New England, the middle Atlan­ 
tic 
states and the industrial 
Midwest. 
He ran about 12 per cent high­ 
er than Kennedy in the big cit­ 
ies of these Northern areas and 
16 to 17 per cent better e l s e ­ 
where. 
Here are some samples of his 
votes in the normally Republi­ 
can suburban areas: in the New 
York 
City 
suburbs, 
Johnson 
received 59 per cent of the vote 
in selected precincts; in Buf­ 
falo. 66 per cent; in Pittsburgh 
70 per cent: in Philadelphia 56 
per cent; in Denver, 60 per cent. 


His support ran strongest in 
the low—and middle — income 
segments but also sharply trim ­ 
ming Republican totals among 
high-income voters. 
Even among ethnic groups, 
where 
Goldwater 
strategists 
expected a backlash to develop, 
Johnson showed slight gains. 
A cheek of selected precincts 
showed 79 per cent of Slavic 
voters going Democratic, Irish 
voters by 85 per cent and Italian 
voters by 74 per cent — all up 
one per cent over 1960. 
Goldwater’s strategy was to 
try to turn out the vote in nor­ 
mally Republican areas, work

Insurance firms and compa­ 
nies specializing in preventing 
and uncovering employe dishon­ 
esty are endeavoring to instruct 
employers in how to keep work­ 
ers from dipping their fingers 
in the till. 
Saul D. Astor, president of 
Management Safeguards, Inc., 
of New York, which operates

employe dishonesty to manag­ 


erial ineptitude, 
complacency, 
bad executive examples, and a 
failure on the part of top man­ 
agement to 
adopt preventive 
security programs rather than 
emergency security programs. 
He says it is insufficient for 
management simply to call for 
moral remedies to solve the 
problem of internal pilferage. 
“There have been no moral 
remedies in the past 300 years,” 
he says, “ and there is no reason 
to expect an imminent remedy 
at this date.” 
Indicating that employe dis­ 
honesty accounts for 7 per cent 
all bankruptcies in the United 
States, Astor points out that the 
advertising 
and 
marketing 
methods of American business 
constantly motivate people to

DURHAM, N.C. (AP) — The 
man who coached Alabama and 
Duke football teams to national 
prominence says 
skillful use 
of the pass is one of the major 
improvements in football in the 
last three decades. 
“The passers and receivers of 
today are so much more skillful 
than they were years ago. It’s 
the result of long training,” said 
Wallace Wade, now a spry 72. 
Wade, a member of the Helms 
Football Hall of Fame, lives in 
retirement on a 120-acre cattle 
ranch a few miles from Durham 
and Duke, where he built the 
Blue Devils into a national pow­ 
er in the 1930s. 
‘I wouldn’t want to go back *o 
coaching,” he said firmly. * I’m 
content to do what I’m doing.” 
He raises Hereford cattle and 
feed on his country estate north 
of Durham. 
Wade said during his early 
coaching years a* Vanderbilt, 
Alabama and Duke “we used 
the pass less frequently than 
they do today. Usually the pass 
was of the long home-run varie­ 
ty.” In contrast, he said, the 
teams of today use more short 
passes. 
An exponent of the single 
wing offense, Wade said he is 
not convinced that the single 
wing is not a more potent for­ 
mation than the T. Tile single 


wing we used caused the de­ 
fense to spread. It called for 
more 
intensive 
coaching 
on 
individual assignments.” 
At Alabama from 1923 to 1931, 
Wade won four championships 
and his teams played in the 
Rose Bowl three times. His 1925 
team, which he described as one 
of his greatest, defeated Wash­ 
ington 20-19 in the Rose Bowl. 
Wade came to D u k e in 1931 
and continued a fabulous coach­ 
ing career that was interrupted 
in 1942 by Army service during 
World War II. 
Wade, whose 1938 and 1942 
teams played in the Rose Bowl, 
returned to Duke in 1946 follow­ 
ing his release as a colonel from 
the Army, but things were not 
the same. The split T had made 
its advent during the war years. 
“We had a tough time defend­ 
ing against the T formation,” he 
recalled. “I had never played 
against it.” 
In 1950 Wade left Duke to 
become 
commissioner of the 
Southern Conference, a post he 
held until January 1960, when 
he retired. He seldom goes to a 
football game now. 
“To be successful in my day,” 
Wade declared, “we had to have 
an undefeated season. We didn’t 
think of a bowl bid unless we 
were undefeated. Today, they 
consider eight victories out of IO 
games a successful season.”

million Air Force Titan 3 com­ 
plex at Cape Kennedy is a long, 
electrical extension cord wi*h a 
big plug at one end. 
Somebody has to plug the cord 
into a huge socket before a 
mighty Titan 3 rocket can blast 
off from its pad. 
Lt. Don M. Spradlin, Air Force 
launching pad construction offi­ 
cer, grins about this extension 
cord rocketry. 
“I get a big kick out of it. 
Seems incredible that an old­ 
fashioned extension cord would 
play such a role in the space 
business,” he said. 
The cord and plug aren’t the 
ordinary household types found 
around most housewives ironing 
boards. They are a monstrous 
cable and a huge drum powered 
by a winch. 
The Air Force said the cord 
saves a big chunk of money in 
wiring costs.
